America got 'a shock over the 
week-end when Mme. Sun Yat-scn, 
widow of the founder of the Chinese 
republic, turned up as a vice-chair- 
Jnan of the Communist govcrn- 
Mient. 


She sent greeting to Joe Stalin 
on the anniversary of the Russian 
revolution, which might be dis- 
missed as a mere gesture to a 
neighboring power — but her ac- 
ceptance of an official 
position 
under the Chinese Communist re- 
Kime can neither be dismissed nor 
explained. 


A lot of things certainly have 
gone sour in China to cause the 
bun Yat-son family, whose revolu- 
tionary program was organized and 
{financed in the United States a 
generation ago, to embrace com- 
munism and probable dictation by 
the Russians. 


The average American suspects, 
of course, that the land reform and 
other programs sought fay the late 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
to 
overthrow 


feudalism and do something for 
the Chinese people 
have 
been 
blocked so long by Mme. Chiang 
Kai-shek and her wealthy kinfolks 
that all hope of a middle-of-the- 
road government 
has 
vanished. 
.This would explain the embracing 
^f communism by China, on the 
same theory the Russians them- 
selves embraced it — nothing could 
be worse than the Czars (or Man- 
chus). 


Obviously Americans don't have 
any dependable pipeline to bring 
us information on what the Chinese 
people are doing; much less, what 
they are thinking. The only time 
we arc brought up to date is when 
WG are hit in the face with an ac- 
complished fact — like the over- 
throw of Chiang Kai-shek, or the 
joining of the Communists by Mme. 
jgjSun Yat-sen. 


There is no evidence in history 
that Western nations have ever 
understood the Chinese, and, since 
European diplomats who tried and 
failed had hundreds of years' more 
experience than our own, Ameri- 
ca would do well to scratch off our 
entire China program and start 
again with a clean sheet.

Loco 1C of C 
Cooperating 
With EGA 


Charles Armitage Manager of 
the Chamber of Commerce, today 
said his organization is cooperat- 
ing with the Economic Coopera- 
tion Administration in the com- 
pilation of a directory of small 
business firms for distribution over- 
seas. 


The directory, to be published 
by ECA, will list the names and 
products 
of 
small 
independent 
firms which desire to enter or con- 
tinue in export trade under the 
Marshall Plan. 
It will be dis- 
tributed by EGA overseas missions 
to European importers and 
other 
buyers, serving them as a reference 
to available American sources of 
supply. 


To compile the directory, ECA 
is asking small business firms to 
register during a 20-day period be- 
ginning November 10 and ending 
November 30. Registration forms 
are available at the Chamber of 
Commerce pffice. 
Listing in the 
directory will be without charge 
to the businessman. ECA was di- 
rected by Congress to make avail- 
able to prospective overseas pur- 
chasers information regarding pro- 
ducts and services 
produced by 
small 
American 
independent 
firms. 


"The directory is another step 
in ECA's five-point 
program to 
give small firms greater oppor- 
tunities to share in European re- 
covery orders now being placed in 
the United States," Mr. Armitage 
said. "It certainly 
will supple- 
ment the foreign sales promotion 
program of the small businessman 
who does not huve the capital to 
engage in an advertising campaign 
covering all of Western Europe. 
The 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
warned that a listing in the di- 
rectory would not automatically re- 
sult in orders. "It will bo the fol- 
lowup sales campaign of the indi- 
vidual manufacturer, and the pi-ice 
and quality of his products which 
which are going to determine the 
amount of business he will get." 
Listing in the directory is open 
only to small businessmen. The ap- 
plication form contains only five 
questions and is simple to complete 
To guide the businessman in de- 
termining whether his business is 
"small," ECA is using as a yard 
stick the definition contained in 
the Selective Service Act of 1948 
which states: 
"A business is small if it does 
not occupy a dominant position in 
the trade or industry of which it is 
a part, if (he number of employee; 
docs not exceed 500, and it it is in 
depcndently owned and operated.1 


So that the small business man 
in and around Hope can get the 
maximum benefit out of the direct- 
ory, it is suggested that only those 
companies register which have an- 
iilized their potential success in ex- 
port trade and have decided to out 
or (lie field for the long pull. Inclu- 
sion of other firms would defeat the 
purpose of tho directory. 


He confirmed today a letter he 
wrote to John L. Lewis, trustee for 
the miners, demanding that fur- 
ther payments be stopped because 
they are illegal.

Rift Reported 
Washington, Nov. 7 —(/P) — Soft 
coal industry circles buzzed today 
with reports of an alleged split 
between John L. Lewis and Sena- 
tor Styles 
Bridges (R-NH) over 


the spending of miners' 
welfare 


funds collected since the last con- 
tract expired June 30. 


The reports, not connrmed by 
the union or Bridges' office here, 
arc that Bridges, as neutral trusT 
tee, sided with Ezra Van Horn, 
the operators' 
representative, 
in 
voting to keep frozen .all royalties 
collected since June 30. A resolu- 
tion to that effect was adopted be- 
fore pensions and other 
welfare 
payments to miners were cut off 
September 16. 


The strike, touched off by the 
suspension 
of 
payments, 
began 
September 19 and is still going on. 


At a trustees' meeting two weeks 
ago, attended by Van Horn even 
though he had submitted his resig- 
nation, Lewis was reported to have 
tried to rescind the resolution. 
But bridges, 
reportedly, 
stood 
by his original position, that the 
trustees might be legally liable for 
funds spent in the absence of a 
contract which required operators 
to pay the royalties. 


Lesvis and Bridges are said to 
have exchanged sharp words over 
the senator's stand, but the resolu- 
tion was retained.

Nevada School 
Dist. Suit 
Dismissed 


Tcxarkana—Federal Judge Har- 
ry J. Lemlcy has sustained a de- 
fense motion to dismiss the Ne- 
vada county Negro school suit. In 
sustaining the dismissal motion by 
the Arkansas Attorney General's of- 
fice, Judge Lemlcy found there 
was no substantial federal sucstion 
involved and that the plaintiffs had 
adeuatc remedy in the state counts. 
The federal court also ruled that 
certain necessary parties to the 
action had not been filed against. 
The action, protesting consolida- 
tion of the Upchurch School Dis- 
trict with the Prcscott School Dis- 
trict, did not bring in as defendants 
directors of any specific school dis- 
tricts. 


The suit, which is simlar to sev- 
eral 
others 
now pending, 
was 
brought by members of the Up- 
church Negro School District. The 
plaintiffs sought a court injunction 
to prevent consolidation, which was 
authorized under Initiated Act No 
1 of 1949. 


The plaintiffs had also requested 
that the court enter a declaratory 
judgment finding that by policy, 
custom, and usage, actions of the 
defendants in allegedly maintain- 
ing Negro schools inferior to those 
for white children, the defendants 
were violating the 14th Amendment 
to the United States Constitution. 
The plaintiffs were given 30 days 
to amend their complaint, under 
terms of the dismissal order on 
file in Texarkana District, Federal 
court. 


6 Servicemen 
Parachute 
to Safety 


Millcdgeyille.Ga., Nov . 7 —(UP) 


— Six servicemen parachuted safe- 
fly from a disabled B-25 bomber 
near here 
last 
night 
and the 
plucgy pilot who fought the plum- 
meting plane away from this pop- 
ulous area was credited with pre- 
venting possible tragedy. 


Capt. David W. Wcnger of Den 
yer, Colo., ordered the others to 
jump when one of the plane's en- 
gines failed and a magneto 
fire 
burst out in the other. 


Then he rode the plane flown to 


800 feet altitude, steering it away 
from the town, before he finally 
jumped. 


The plane crashed in a wooded 
section about 14 miles northwest 
of Milledgcville. If Wenger 
had 
not ridden it into open country, it 
might have crashed into the' town. 
All the jumpers escaped injury 
except 1st Lt. W. T. Achromowicz, 
of Ipswich, Mass., the co-pilot, who 
suffered a sprained ankle when he 
hit the ground. 


Besides the pilot, co-pilot and one 
other crewman, there were 
three 
"hitchhikers" aboard. Wenger said 
that so far as he knew the hitch- 
hikers had never before jumped or 
even worn parachutes, but they 
bailed out promptly when he gave 
the order to abandon ship. 
"The routine emergency briefing 


on parachutes before takoff prob- 
ably saved their lives," the pilot 
said.

The sobbing admission from the

a verdict of accidental death. Au- 
thorities said no charge would be 
placed against Mrs. Komorek.

judged her insane and ordered 
her confined. 


His decision was handed down 


five hours after th e attack on the 
four youngsters. It was the quick- 
est disposition of a case in the his- 
tory of this area. 


Dressed in a light blouse 
and 
blood- s p a t t e r e d slacks, 
Mrs. 
Moughan replied distinctly and co- 
herently to the doctors' questions. 


"I heard voices in my'head,'?,she 
said. "They told me to kill."' 
She asked at the hearing wheth- 
er the children were still alive. 
When told that they were 
but 
that their condition was serious, 
she said, "it will be terrible if 
they have scars to carry through 
life." 


Then turning to the judge, she 
asked, "If they were dead they 
would be 
in 
heaven 
by 
now, 
wouldn't they?" 


Moughan said his wife had been 
"moody" since the birth of their 
youngest child, Mary, in Septem- 
ber. 


He said he was working in" the 
garage at the rear of their home 
when "something" told him to go 
into the house. 


He found his wife standing in 
the kitchen with a knife in her 
hands. Three of the children lay on 
ttte floor, their throats gashed. An- 
other stood in a corner, whimpering 
with terror as blood dripped down 
his chest.

You have to be wilting to take 
a beating." 


Warren is an expert at taking 
the beating of popular indifference 
to his work. For 20 years 
this 
Kentucky-born poet, editor and uni- 
versity professor has been hailed 
by critics as one of the nation's 
finer literary craftsmen. 


But over a

Tho sunny South had the dubious 


distinction today of harboring the 
nation's coldest weather. 
Temperatures were as much as 
degrees below normal and a fairly 
widespread frost was feared, 
at 


midnight, the mercury had skidded 
to 32 degrees at Wicksburg. Miss. 
Meridian, Miss., had a midnight 
reading of 34 degrees and Birming- 
iiam. Ala., and Memphis, Tenn. 
had 35. 


The chill blast extended eastward 


to the coast with Atlanta shivering 
in 42 degrees. Jacksonville Fla., 
reported 46 but the mercury was 
expected to go lower before sun- 
rise. 


Elsewhere over the nation, tem- 
perature generally were normal or 
above with skies clear. There was 
some cloudiness along the Pacific 
coast and over the North Atlantic 
states. Light snow flurries 
were 
reported in some parts of New 
England and in th« mountain area 
o£ New York.

The AFL and CIO have put their 
chips down together on Democrat- 
ic former Bov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man in the New York election to 
round out the term — expiring in 
January, 1951 — of Senator Wag- 
ner (D-NY), who resigned. 


Republican Senator John Foster 
Dulles, an appointee of Gov. Thom- 
as E. Dewcy, has made President 
Truman's fair deal" program an 
issue by his attacks on it. He has 
come out for-a.'modified'-version ol 
the Taft-Hartley act.. ": 


The President spoke out against 
Dulles Saturday night in a 
radio 
broadcast urging the 
election of 
Lehman. 


Across the river in New Jersey, 
labor has split apart in the hotly 
contested race for governor. The 
AFL has 
endorsed 
Democratic 
State Senator Elmer H. Wene, who 
is trying to unseat Republican Gov. 
Alfred E. Driscoll. 


The CIO, on the other hand, has 
issued a report 
criticizing Wene 
severely, linking him with the old 
Frank Hague organization of Jer- 
sey City. However, the CIO hasn't 
backed Driscoll. 


Labor 
also has 
split 
in the 


mayor's race in Detroit, one of 
the local elections that 
will 
be 


watched closely for possible 
na- 
tional trends. 
There the AFL is backing Al- 


bert E. 
Cobo, 
Republican 
city 
treasurer, who led all of the can- 
didates in the September primary. 
The CIO is supporting George Ed- 
wards, who has Democratic 
tics. 
The issue will bo decided on a non- 
partisian ballot. 


In the New York senatorial bat- 
tle, Dulles appears to have turned 
into a toss-up contest a race whii-h 
politicians a month ago were giv- 
ing to Lehman by a wide margin. 


Dewey 
campaigned vigorously 


for Dulles, as did Senator 
Ives 


(R-NY). Senator Vandcnborg

Mich), recuperating in Michigan 
from a lung operation, sent along 
a letter urging the election of his 
old friend.

Red Marshall 
to Control 
Polish Defense 


Russian Says 
Capitalism to 
End in Next War 


London, Nov, 7 —(UP) — Mar- 
shal Konsantin K. Rokossovsky of 
Russia has been appointed defense 
minister of Poland, 
the 
Polish 
embassy here announced today. 


The new lack in strategy be- 


hind the iron curtain touched off 
startled reaction. The British for- 
eign office denounced it as new evi- 
dence that Moscow was in com- 
plete control of Poland. 


"The appointment may be re- 
garded as the latest 
demonstra- 
tion of the total subservience of 
the communist regime in Poland 
to the Soviet Union," a foreign of- 
fice spokesman said. 


Other commentators voiced sur- 
prise at the spectacle of a nation- 
al of one country, and especially 
Russia, being named head of the 
army of another state, particularly 
a neighboring one. 


The P o l i s h announcement of 
Rokossovsky's new post followed 
word from the Moscow radio that 
Russia had agreed 
to lend 
the 


ranking military leader of the Sec- 
pnd World War to Poland. 


The broadcast said 
Rokossov- 


sky, whose westward sweep in the 
latter p h a s e of the war 
was 
checked for some weeks 
at 
the 
suburbs ot Warsaw 
while Polish 
patriots i n s i d e the city 
were 
crushed by the Nazis, was loaned 
to Poland at the request of Presi- 
dent Boleslaw Beirut, a Moscow* 
trained communist. 


The British foreign office spokes 
man said in commenting on the 
situation: 


"It may be recalled that Rokos- 
sovsky was in command on 
the 


Warsaw front in the summer 
of 


1944 at the time of the heroic 
up- 


rising of the Polish underground. 
'At that time the British and 
Americans were refused 
permis- 


sion by Russian authorities to use 
Soviet bases for dropping supplies 
to the Warsaw garrison in their 
struggle against the fascist occu- 
pation forces."

Muriel had a transfiguration 
there. She triumphed in London 
while the money lasted.' 


"Then, when Muriel Draper had 
nearly achcivcd the pinnacle of her 
consuming desire for importance, 
fame, even adulation, her husband 
entered their London residence at 
teatime to confess that he had lost 
their last cent on a horse race. 
From that time her faith in capita- 
lism suffered a heavy decline. 
"A bored and disgruntled woman 


condemned to 'the relative barren- 
ness of life' in the United States, 
shorn of her position, her import- 
ance, and, significantly, her aud- 
ience; she turned elsewhere for an 
outlet to the pro-Soviet artistic cir- 
cles in Now York." 


She was against the
